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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Local  Board. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1893,  of  laying 
before  you  the  usual  tables  of  vital  statistics. 


By  a General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March,  1891,  it  is  pre- 
scribed that  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall 

“ Make  an  'Annual  Report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  up  to  the  end  of  December  in 
“ each  year,  comprising  a summary  of  the  action  taken,  or  which  he  has  advised  the  Sanitary 
“ Authority  to  take  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account  of  the 
“ sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

“ The  Report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  enquiries  which  he  has  made  as  to 
“ conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  the  district,  and  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has 
“taken  part  or  advised  under  any  statute,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  those  conditions. 

“ Also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary 
“ purposes,  over  places  and  houses  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  have  power  to  regulate,  with  the 
“ nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect 
“of  the  same  during  the  year. 

“ The  Report  shall  also  record  the  action  taken  by  him  or  on  his  advice  during  the 
“ year,  in  regard  to  offensive  trades,  to  dairies,  cow-sheds,  and  milk-shops,  and  to  factories  and 
“ workshops. 

“The  Report  shall  also  contain  tabular  statements  of  the  sickness  and  mortality 
“ within  the  district,  classified  according  to  diseases,  ages  and  localities.” 


This  Report  is  therefore  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  Regulations. 


The  Urban  Sanitary  district  of  Barry  and  Cadoxton  comprises  an  area  of  3,323  acres, 
or  5‘o  persons  per  acre.

POPULATION. 


The  population  of  the  district  has  been  estimated  at  16,695,  it  is  on  this  estimate 
statistical  returns  have  been  constructed. 

As  the  birth  and  death-rates  of  a locality  are  based  on  its  estimated  population,  it  is 
very  important  it  should  be  as  accurate  as  possible.  The  Registrar-General  in  his  estimate, 
bases  it  on  the  mean  annual  increment  of  the  decennial  period  intervening  between  the  last  and 
the  previous  census,  adding  this  to  each  subsequent  year.  This  formula  is  sufficiently  accurate 
as  regards  the  entire  kingdom,  or  those  districts  wherein  no  disturbing  causes  come  into  opera- 
tion, as  it  fairly  marks  the  increase  of  natural  productive  powers  ; but  there  are  districts  where 
the  increase  is  not  alone  due  to  these,  as  where  a rapid  growth  in  the  industrial  or  commercial 
interests  attracts  a corresponding  influx  of  new  comers.  Barry  and  Cadoxton  is  a most  notable 
instance  of  such  an  element  of  increase ; this  is  established  by  the  addition  of  new  houses,  as 
well  as  by  the  birth-rate. 

During  the  latter  part  of  November  I caused  a careful  survey  of  the  district  to  be  made 
and  obtained  the  following  information,  which  I have  every  reason  to  believe  to  be  correct 
according  to  this  return,  the  population  of  this  district  at  that  date  may  be  estimated  as  fol- 
lows ; —

The  census  return  of  April  1891,  gave  the  population  of  Barry  and  Cadoxton  as 
12,665;  *^he  total  increase  between  the  census  of  1881  and  1891  was  12,165;  or  a yearly 
increment  of  1,216,  thus  by  this  formula  the  population  of  the  district  for  1893  would  be  15,897 
(including  800  floating  population).

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MARRIAGES. 

The  total  number  of  marriages  during  the  year  T893,  as  furnished  by  the  District 
Registrar  was  93,  corresponding  to  a rate  of  5-57  per  1,000. 

BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  were  753;  of  these  412  were  males  and 
341  females,  showing  an  excess  of  9 over  the  previous  year  The  birth-rate  was  45-1  per  1,000 
living,  as  compared  with  30-8  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

It  must,  however,  be  remembered  tliat  this  birth-rate  is  calculated  on  an  estimated 
total  population,  which  includes  800  seamen,  the  average  number  constantly  in  the  Port  whose 
families  reside  elsewhere,  and  who  do  not  contribute  to  the  birth-rate.  If  we  deduct  these  800 
from  the  total  population,  and  estimate  the  birth-rate  with  the  population  proper  the  rate  would 
be  47-3.

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1893,  231  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  of  these  141  were 
males  and  90  females.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  being  522.  The  death-rate  was  equal 
to  i3'8  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  i7'i  in  1892.  The  rate  in  England  and 
Wales  in  1893  was  19.1. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  same  period  was  30, 
death-rate  1-7  per  1000  persons  living.  The  rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  3‘4. 
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First  Quarter. — -The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  13  weeks  ending 
April  ist,  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  was  50,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  ii'g  per 
1,000  living,  compared  with  23-0  the  rate  of  the  first  quarter  of  1892,  and  with  197  the  mean 
rate  in  the  first  quarter  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  first  quarter  were  7,  being 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  i'6  per  1,000  as  compared  with  3’i  the  rate  in  the  first,  quarter 
of  last  year,  and  with  i'6  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

Second  Quarter. — During  the  quarter  ending  July  ist,  53  deaths  were  registered 
corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  i2’6  per  1,000,  compared  with  15 ’2,  the  rate  in  the 
second  quarter  of  last  year,  and  with  17.9  the  mean  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  in  the  same  quarter  were  6,  corres- 
ponding to  an  annual  rate  of  14  per  r,ooo,  as  compared  with  i '4  the  rate  in  the  second  quarter 
of  the  previous  year,  and  with  r9  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Third  Quarter. — The  deaths  registered  in  quarter  ending  September  30th,  were 
65,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  i5'5  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  i4’4  in  the  third 
quarter  of  preceding  year,  and  with  iq'i  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  12,  being  equal  to  an  annual 
death-rate  of  2 8 per  1,000,  as  compared  with  4‘6  the  average  rate  in  the  third  quarter  of  previous 
year,  and  4‘2  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Fourth  Quarter. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  quarter  ending 
December  30th  were  63,  being  in  proportion  of  15 u deaths  annually  per  1,000  persons  living, 
compared  with  i5‘8  the  mean  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  I9’9  that  of  England 
and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  5,  being  equal  to  an  annual 
death-rate  ot  rz  per  1,000,  as  compared  2 '5  the  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  with 
2‘o  that  of  England  and  Wales.

This  is  important  as  showing  that  in  determining  the  sanitary  condition  of  a district 
there  are  temporary  disturbing  causes  operating  which  may  produce  an  exceptionally  high  death 
rate  entirely  outside  the  influences  over  which  a sanitary  authority  can  exercise  a control. 

The  special  disturbing  causes  operating  to  produce  the  high  death-rate  of  the  summer 
quarter  were  Infantile  Diarrhoea  and  Convulsions,  which  contributed  27  deaths;  and  Premature 
Births  and  Convulsions  19  deaths  in  the  autumn  quarter.

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  each  month  in  the  year 
is  given  in  Table  V,  which  also  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  each  disease  reported  to  me 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act.  This  Act  was  adopted  in 
August,  1890.  The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  243, 
being  105  less  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total  amount  paid  for  notification  was 
;^3o  7s  6d.  The  system  of  notification  gives,  I believe,  general  satisfaction,  and  owing  to  the 
co-operation  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  it  works  smoothly  and  without  any 
friction.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  when  a suitable  Hospital  is  built  and  provisions  made  for 
the  isolation  of  patients,  this  system  will  prove  a most  valuable  means  of  arresting  the  spread  of 
Infectious  Diseases  in  the  district,  even  without  this  provision  there  are  certain  advantages  to  be 
obtained  by  its  adoption,  early  notification  of  Small-po.K  allows  time  for  successful  vaccination 
of  exposed  persons,  attendance  of  children  from  infected  houses  to  school  more  readily  con- 
trolled, the  inspection  of  premises  and  adjacent  streets  leads  to  the  discovery  of  sanitary  defects, 
the  removal  of  same,  and  other  conditions  likely  to  spread  the  disease,  disinfection  is  largely 
increased,  and  the  investigation  of  the  cause  of  outbreaks  of  diseases  is  greatly  facilitated.

Measles. — This  disease,  like  all  infantile  epidemics,  appears  periodically,  and  then 
attacks  all  who  are  exposed  to,  and  susceptible  of  the  infection  ; the  extent  of  prevalence  is  in 
the  direct  ratio  to  the  interval  that  has  elapsed  between  each  visitation.  The  last  epidemic  of 
measles  was  in  1890,  when  210  cases  were  reported,  and  10  deaths  registered. 

The  total  cases  in  the  district  for  1893  were  about  80,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained 
as  the  diseases  is  not  notifiable  ; number  of  deaths  registered,  4 ; giving  a death-rate  of  0*23  per 
1,000  persons  living. 


Measles  is  very  infectious  throughout  its  whole  course,  and  perhaps,  at  no  period  more 
so  than  during  the  premonitory  symptoms,  and  these  so  closely  resemble  a common  catarrh  that 
they  attract  little  attention  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  and  it  is  only  when  the  eruption  appears 
that  isolation  is  attempted  ; hence  the  atmosphere  of  the  entire  house  becomes  affected  ; and  to 
this  circumstance  measles  of  all  the  Zymotic  Diseases,  is  least  under  the  control  of  a Sanitary 
Authority.  There  is  also  a great  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  large  number  of  children 
assembled  together  for  educational  pur[)oses — children  attending  school,  themselves  free  from 
the  disease,  but  coming  from  infected  houses,  might  bring  with  them  infected  matter  and  thus 
be  the  means  of  spreading  it  amongst  their  fellows,  and  through  them  throughout  the  immediate 
neighbourhood.  The  attention  of  those  in  charge  of  public  schools  was  called  to  the  danger  of 
children  from  infected  houses  attending  their  schools,  also  to  the  heads  of  families  to  prevent 
children  from  such  houses  continuing  attendance  at  school  until  these  houses  were  certified  to 
be  free  from  infection.  The  result  was  most  satisfactory.  Sanitation  to  a great  extent  is 
dependent  on  the  care  taken  by  those  who  have  charge  of  the  sick. 

Scarlatina. — The  total  deaths  registered  from  scarlatina  were  2,  the  death-rate  being 
o'li  per  1,000  ; the  number  of  cases  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners  amounted  to  137,  as 
compared  with  279  in  1892,  when  15  deaths  were  registered,  giving  a death-rate  of  ro8.

The  proportion  of  deaths  to  cases  was  equal  to  rq  per  cent,  for  the  year.  From  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  disease  prevailed  more  or  less  throughout  the  entire  year,  the  majority  of 
the  cases  were  of  such  a mild  character  that  it  was  difficult  to  prevent  the  exposure  of  patients 
in  streets  or  places  before  the  danger  of  infection  was  over.  The  same  measures  taken  as  in 
measles  to  j)revent  extension  of  the  disease  by  preventing  children  from  infected  houses  attending 
school,  was  adopted  with  a like  success. 

Bearing  in  mind  whenever  a case  of  scarlatina  is  notified  it  is  immediately  visited,  and 
the  sanitary  measures  adopted  are  as  under: — 

Isolation  of  the  sick  as  far  as  practicable — the  nursing  to  be  entrusted  to  one  indi- 
vidual, who  should  have  little  or  no  intercourse  with  the  rest,  of  the  family;  her  dress 
should  be  composed  of  linen  materials,  as  these  retain  the  contagia  with  less  tenacity. 
Outside  the  door  of  the  sick-room  a sheet,  moistened  with  proper  disinfectants 
should  be  suspended  ; the  same  precaution  should  be  adopted  with  the  blinds  of  windows. 
The  atmosphere  of  the  infected  room  should  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  spray  distri- 
butors. All  articles  of  linen  worn  by  the  sick  should  be  immersed  for  an  hour  in 


water  containing  either  carbolic  aeid,  McDougall's  soluble  powder  (a  convenient  form  of  carbolic 
and  sulphurous  acids  with  a basic  salt),  Condy’s  fluid  (a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potassa), 
or  chloride  of  lime  in  the  proportion  of  40ZS.  to  a gallon  of  water.  Afterwards  to  be  washed  well 
with  carbolic  soap  and  water.  When  convenient,  before  the  latter  process,  this  disinfection  may 
be  rendered  more  perfect  by  exposing  the  articles  to  the  action  of  dry  air  heated  in  a proper 
chamber  to  a temperature  exceeding  240  Fahr.  Linen  rags  instead  of  pocket  handkerchiefs  are 
to  be  used  to  wipe  away  the  secretions  from  the  nose  and  mouth ; these  and  all  soiled  linen 
worn  by  the  patient  should  be  destroyed.  A small  quantity,  say  one  or  two  teaspoonfulls  of 
either  of  the  disinfectants  to  which  I have  alluded  should  be  placed  in  the  vessels  employed  to 
receive  the  excreta.  After  the  room  has  been  vacated,  it,  with  its  entire  contents,  should  be 
exposed  to  the  action  of  burning  sulphur ; the  quantity  to  be  consumed  should  be  one  pound  to 
every  1,000  feet  cubic  space,  this  is  to  be  effected  by  putting  crushed  sulphur  into  an  iron  vessel 
with  some  petroleum,  then  placing  this  vessel  in  a larger  one  partly  filled  with  water  as  a matter 
of  safety,  it  is  to  be  ignited,  care  having  previously  been  then  taken  to  close  all  the  crevices  and 
apertures  of  the  room.  The  room  having  been  exposed  to  this  process  for  an  hour  the  windows 
may  be  opened  to  allow  the  fumes  to  escape.  Or  the  room  may  be  disinfected  by  chlorine  gas  ; 
this  is  done  by  placing  in  two  or  three  plates  equal  parts  of  binoxide  of  manganese,  chloride  of 
sodium  (table  salt),  and  a small  quantity  of  diluted  sulphuric  acid.  Previous  to  either  of  the 
processes  being  adopted  all  polished  steel  articles  should  be  removed,  as  they  would  be  seriously 
injured  by  the  action  of  the  gases.  The  paper  should  be  scraped  from  the  walls  and  burned, 
the  walls  and  flooring  of  the  room  should  be  well  saturated  with  one  of  the  disinfecting  solutions. 
The  woollen  garments  worn  by  the  patient  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  should  be  disinfected 
by  exposure  to  heated  air  in  a disinfecting  chamber.  These  sanitary  measures  have  been 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  with  most  successful  results  in 
all  cases  coming  under  my  observation. 

Diphtheria. — The  deaths  from  diphtheria  were  7,  being  at  the  rate  of  o‘42,  as  com- 
pared with  o'28  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  14,  as 
compared  with  1 1 in  preceding  year.  Four  deaths  occurred  to  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
and  three  under  fifteen  years,  although  the  cause  of  diphtheria  is  still  uncertain  it  is  frequently 
associated  with  sewer  exhalations,  and  with  dampness  of  soil  and  dwellings.  The  same  general 
sanitary  precautions  are  recommended  here  as  in  scarlatina. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  two  deaths  registered  from  whooping  cough,  the 
death-rate  being  oui  as  against  078  of  1892.  A greater  difficulty  with  regard  to  sanitary 
precaution  necessarily  presents  itself,  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  the  disease  in  each  case 
e.xtends  over  a lengthened  period  ; isolation  as  a matter  of  fact  being  impossible. 

Typhoid  Fever  — The  mortality  from  Typhoid  Fever  during  the  year  was  3,  with 
a death-rate  of  o’ 17  as  compared  with  o’lq,  the  rate  in  1892.  The  number  of  cases  notified 
during  the  year  was  36,  as  compared  with  14  in  previous  year.

The  deaths  at  ages  were  1 under  5 years,  i under  25  years,  and  one  under  60  years. 


In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  namely,  in  the  month  of  September,  fever  began  to 
prevail  somewhat  exten<^ively  in  certain  parts  of  the  district,  and  decreased  during  the  succeeding 
months  as  rapidly  as  it  increased  Although  I am  not  aware  of  any  circumstance  connected 
with  the  disease  as  it  occurred  during  the  year,  which  call  for  any  remark,  a careful  inspection 
was  made  connected  with  the  cases  reported  to  me  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  surround- 
ings, in  some  cases  drains  were  found  defective,  also  foul  accumulations,  the  sanitary  defects 
were  lemedied  at  once. 


For  the  purpose  of  remedying  the  offensive  smell  emitted  from  the  man  and  lamp  holes 
chemical  disinfectants  were  thrown  into  the  sewers  by  means  of  a water  cart,  hose  and  pipe,  at 
frequent  intervals. 


Diarrhcea. — There  were  12  deaths  registered  from  Diarrhoea,  giving  a death-rate  of 
171  per  1,000  as  against  o’dq  of  1892. 


The  results  of  my  observations  tend  to  establish  the  fact  that  a high  temperature, 
conjoined  with  dry  weather  and  improper  diet,  are  important  factors  to  be  considered  when 
dealing  with  the  subject. 


Consequently  to  the  third  quarter  diarrhoea  was  chiefly  confined,  and  at  this  season 
it  always  prevails  to  a greater  or  less  degree  throughout  the  kingdom  ; and  in  this  quarter  the 
mortality  amongst  infants  in  this  district  greatly  increased  as  9 deaths  were  registered  in  this 
period  under  one  year  of  age. 


The  deaths  at  all  ages  were,  ii  under  one  year,  and  one  under  sixty  years. 


Small-pox. — A vagrant  from  Warrington  Avas  notified  as  suffering  from  Small-pox, 
the  Practitioner  reported  it  as  being  suspicious  only  ; he  was  admitted  into  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  kept  under  observation  until  it  became  clear  that  it  was  not  Small-pox. 


The  mortality  from  Constitutional,  Local,  Developmental  Diseases,  and  Violence,  calls 
for  no  particular  observations,  as  the  death-rate  of  the  district  compares  well  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 


In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  a table  giving  a classification  of  diseases,  causes  of 
death  in  each  class,  age  at  death,  and  proportional  death-rate  in  this  district  in  1893.  Two  tables 
A.  and  B.  compiled  in  forms  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 
Two  tables  of  rainfalls,  also  a table  rendered  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District,  and  Summary  of  Work 
performed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Health  Department. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  conformity  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Roarcl,  a systematic  inspection  of  the 
district  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Alfred  E.  Leyshon,  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  Mr.  Samuel  R. 
Sommerfield,  Assiscant  Inspector,  and  a large  number  of  sanitary  defects  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
have  been  discovered  and  remedied.

In  reviewing  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  during  1893,  notwithstanding 
the  many  difficulties  your  Board  have  to  contend  with,  much  progress  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  health  of  the  district.  I have,  therefore,  to  report  that  during  the  year  Private  Improvements 
have  been  completed  in  40  Streets  and  Lanes.  The  outfill  sewer  at  Barry  is  in  course  of  construc- 
tion, and  when  completed  will  divert  the  whole  of  the  sewage  now  discharging  into  the  Barry 
Harbour,  to  a point  below  low-water  opposite  Cold-knapp.  27  ventilating  pipes  have  been  erected 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  in  addition  to  the  ventilating  shafts  in  roads,  streets,  and  lanes  ; 
488  closets  out  of  1614  have  been  fitted  with  a water  supply  by  means  of  a two-gallon  “Waste 
Preventer  ” cistern,  in  compliance  with  notices  served  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  I have, 
therefore  to  urge  upon  you  most  strongly  the  desirability  of  enforcing  the  provision  in  the  case 
of  the  remaining  1126.  It  is,  I believe,  acknowledged  by  all  those  who  are  competent  to  form 
an  opinion  on  the  subject,  that  closet  pans  and  house  drains  cannot  be  kept  in  an  efficient  state 
of  cleanliness  by  merely  throwing  slops  and  waste  water  down  them  ; a nuisance  is  sure  to  arise 
sooner  or  later.  The  Cadoxton  Brook  was  also  thoroughly  cleansed.

Flushing  of  W.C.’s.

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“ The  condition  of  this  water  may  be  considered  favourable  as  regards  freedom  from 
organic  contamination,  it  l)eing  practically  equal  in  this  respect  to  that  analysed  on  June  loth, 
1891.  There  is,  however,  a slight  increase  in  Nitrogenous  Nitrates,  and  also  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  hardening  salts  equivalent  to  about  three  parts  of  hardness.  There  has  been  a 
steady  increase  of  Nitrates  and  Hardening  Salts  ever  since  pumping  began,  and  although  I do 
not  attach  much  importance  to  the  former,  indeed,  I expect  the  Nitrates  to  range  still  higher, 
the  augmenting  hardness  is  rather  unfortunate.”

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Barry  and  Cadoxton  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 
Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1893. 

The  duties  of  the  Authority  are  of  a two-fold  character,  and  consists  (i)  In  providing 
for  the  inspection  of  vessels  with  a view  to  keeping  them  in  a wholesome  sanitary  condition  ■,  and 
(2),  in  dealing  with  cases  of  infectious  sickness  brought  into  Port  in  such  a manner  as  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  disease,  and  consequent  injury  to  the  health  of  the  population. 

The  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe,  with  regard  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health — 

“That  he  shall  prepare  an  Annual  Report,  to  be  made  to  the  end  of  December  in  each 
“year,  comprising  tabular  statements  (so  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  the 
“ necessary  information),  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of  persons  on  ship-board  within 
“the  district,  classified  accoring  to  diseases,  ages,  and  vessels,  and  a summary  of  the 
“action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease.  The  report  shall 
“also  contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under 
“the  Public  Health  '^ct,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  conditions  dangerous 
“or  injurious  to  health,  and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on 
“ his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes  over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port  Sanitary  Autho- 
“rity  has  power  to  regulate  with  the  nature  and  result  of  any  proceedings  which  may 
“ have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.”

INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING. 

During  the  year  1893,  1559  vessels  inspected.  1,446  were  found  in  a fair  or  good 
condition,  and  113  in  a more  or  less  defective  or  unsanitary  state.  Seventy-three  written  notices 
were  served  upon,  and  forty  verbal  orders  were  given  to  the  masters  or  those  in  charge  to  have 
the  defects  or  nuisances  abated,  very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  having  them  complied 
with.

CHOLERA  PRECAUTIONS. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  fears  were  entertained  of  the  introduction  of  Cholera 
from  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  as  constant  and  almost  daily  intercourse  takes  place  between 
Barry  and  the  Ports  infected,  arrangements  were  made  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  preventive 
measures. 

Commencing  on  April  ist,  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  attended  all  tides  and  examined  all 
vessels  before  entering  the  I)ocks.  On  July  3rd,  the  Steam  Tug  Sarah  and  Jane  was  engaged  at  the 
rate  of  ;^i8  per  week,  under  the  charge  of  myself  or  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Leyshon), 
and  all  vessels,  foreign  or  coastwise,  were  thoroughly  examined,  and  no  vessel  was  allowed  to 
enter  the  Docks  without  a certificate  signed  by  the  Inspecting  Officer,  showing  that  the  Master 
had  complied  with  the  printed  Cholera  Regulations  in  force  in  this  Port,  also  that  she  was  free 
from  infection. 

Notices  and  Instructions  were  printed  and  given  to  all  Pilots,  Masters,  or  other  persons 
in  charge  of  vessels,  also  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  leaving  vessels  coming  from  the 
infected  Ports  were  entered  in  a book  printed  for  that  purpose,  and  then  handed  over  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Authority,  who  forwards  each  name  and  address  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Local  Authority 
at  the  place  of  destination  in  compliance  with  Article  II  of  the  Cholera  Regulations,  dated  6th 
September,  1892.  Also  Article  IV  of  the  same  Regulations  was  rigidly  carried  out  before  any 
vessel  entered  the  Basin  or  Dock  as  per  annexed  table. 
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From  July  3rd  to  November  4th,  the  number  of  vessels  examined  out  in  the  Roads 
were  1158,  of  these  487  were  from  foreign,  and  671  coastwise,  of  the  former  420  came  from  the 
infected  Ports. 

On  October  7th  the  s.s.  Shelley,  from  Rotterdam,  arrived  in  the  Roads  with  her  yellow 
flag  hoisted  I boarded  her,  and  the  Captain  reported  that  a seaman  complained  to  him  of 
having  Cholera.  I examined  the  man  and  found  he  was  suffering  from  diarrhoea. 

I examined  the  remainder  of  the  crew,  who  were  all  well  and  suffered  no  sickness  while  in 
Rotterdam,  or  on  the  passage  to  Barry.  I detained  the  vessel  at  the  Mooring  Station  for 
disinfection,  and  all  ballast,  bilge,  and  drinking  water  discharged.  The  names  and  addresses  of 
all  leaving  the  ship  were  taken,  and  no  further  sickness  occuned. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  a Wooden  Hospital  on  shore  adjacent  to  the  Docks, 
consisting  of  three  Wards  capable  of  containing  10  patients. 

This  building  is  used  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  ordinary  infectious  disease,  brought 
into  the  Port  by  shipping. 

The  Hospital  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
